Monte Sano. 

A mountain of health! 

A few days ago these words would have 
made no impression upon me; now they bring 
back the picture of a beautiful mountain home 
with everything that can possibly add to the 
comfort of visitors, and Where the mountain 
air brings health and strength with every 
breeze—the ideal summer resort. 

That may sound extravagaut, bat in de- 
scribing, or attempting to describe, Monte 
Sano, extravagant language is necessary; and 
although no description can do it justice, I 
shall attempt to tell the readers of THE CoNn- 
STITUTION something of a place in which. they 
will, Iam sure, be interested. 

The little city of Huntsville lies in the 
northern part of Alabama near the Tennessee 
line, gaining its communication with the outer 
world through the Memphis and Charleston 
division of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia system. It lies there in quiet and in 
peace, surrounded on all sides by mountains 
and mountain ranges, from which cool breezes 
come down to help drive away the summer’s 
heat. 

TO THE MOUNTAINS. 

It is one of these mountains that I want to 
take you—to Monte Sano, which rises majcsti- 
cally to the northeast of the quiet little city. 

The approach to the summit of the moun- 
tain is by a beautiful drive which, leaving one 
of the residence portions of Huntsville, 
begins its winding ascent of the mountain’s 
thickly wooded side. From the turns of the 
road can be seen the beautiful valley in which 
Huntsville lies—a valley covered with pretty 
and attractive farms, which bespeak the rich- 
ness and fertility of the soil upon which they 
rest. The ride is one of probably three miles. 
The road has been well made and is in excel- 
lent condition, a rara avis among mountain 
roads. 

The last turn and you are whirled toward 
the Hotel Monte Sano, the objective point of 
all visitors. 

TO WHOM CREDIT IS DUE 

It was the building of this hetel that brought 
Monte Sono into prominence, although the 
healthfulness of the lecality has been known, 
we are told, for many years. The develop- 
ment of the locality, and of Huntsville also, is 
almost entirely due to the liberality and ener- 
gy of two men who, by similar developments 
and investments in Georgia, deserve to bo 
classed as citizens of the empire state. 

Thess are Michael J.:and Joseph F, 
O'Shanghnessy, whose large investments at 
Brunswick and St, Simons have added materi- 
ally to the wealth of that section ofour own 
state. 

With wealth and energy like that. of H. M. 
Flagler, who began by owning 
the Ponce de Leon, and who 
now owns nine-tenths of Florida, the 
O’Shaughnessy Brothers turned thei ir atten- 


tion to Huntsville and Monte Sano. The | 


mountain is*peculiarly adapted as a resort, its 
top being a rich and level. plateau, several 
miles long and about one mile wide.

RIGHT ON THE LEDGE. 

As arule mountain hotels are located either 
upon some alinost inaccessibie niche on thé 
side of the mouutain, or back on the moun- 
tain’s top out of reac h of the views and 0 ften 
of the mountain breezes.

In the far 
distance the sun lights up a bit of gold, which 
proves to be one of the many bends of the beau- 
tiful Tennessee, and the'shadows of the clouds 
as th chase one another across the land- 
scape lend a variety to the scene, and withal a 
peacefulness which means delicious rest to the 
mJnd and body of him who has come from the 
midst of the interminable din and noise of a 
busy city. It means rest and health. 

THE HOTEL. 

If I was writing an advertisement of Monte 
Sano and the Monte Sano hotel, I would de- 
vote at least half a column to the glories of the 
hotel fare, dwelling with emphasis 
upon. the spring chickens—chickens of 
this spring, not some other spring 
as hotel chickens too often are.

OTHER INTERESTING POINTS. 

I started out to say only a few words about 
Monte Sano, a southern resort in which al}!

In Huntsville there are two things of special 
interest—the Huntsyille hotel, now one of the 
handsomest in the country, and the great 
spring which supplies the city with water.

At one edge of this amphitheater the visitor, 
if he is of an exploring turn of mind, is put 
into a boat and is given a ride of half a mile.or 
more on an underground lake. This neverhas 
been wholly explored, and the possibility of a 
ride like that in the unde rground river in 
“Allen Quartermain’’ has a tendency to deter 
the timid from attempting any explorations. 

There are stalactites and stalagmites of all 
sizes and shapes in the different passages of the 
cave, but the most interesting feature of all is 
that these formations are still geing on, In 
this respect Shelta Rock—it gets its name from 
the proprietor’s daughter—differs from the 
other caves that have been discovered in this; 
country. 

Taken as a whole, it is very interesting, and 
will, in time, proyea popular point wit sight 
seers.

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WICKED WATERMELON 


iTS HURTFUL TENDENCIES HAVE 
BEEN GREATLY STRETCHED. 
ee ee ce 
Ut is Really a Codling anf Pelicious Piece of 
Vegetable Production—Where Melons 
Come From ~—tTheir Value. 


From the New York Evening World, 
Fruit or vegetable? Which are they? It 


doesn’t make the least difference to the man > 


who drives a large, sharp knife through the 
dark rind and shows the raddy interior with 
the fet black secds. He knows how it tastes, 
and his interest inthe watermelon is nota 
ecientific one. 

The watermelon crop is quite a feature of 
commerce. The melons begin to come intothe 
market towards the end of May, and they ¢eon- 
tinue to come until November. The frosts kill 
them. Floridasendsthe fiftst supply. The 
fruit raised in the state south of the Indian 
river and in some of the central counties is sent 
to Jacksonville merely foran exhibit in the 
very beginning of the season. A New York 
boniface who wished tosecure one of the very 


first watermelons for his table, offered ten dol- ; 
lars for one of these emerald beauties sent to- 


Jacksonville. His offer was declined. 

As the season continues, the meléns are sent 
from points further north. Havana and Key 
West contribute a quota to the market. Then 
the Georgia melons come along and. they are 
oe finest which are sent. Then Virginia, 

atviand, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and, 
last of all, Long Island, send in their products. 

watermelon has a thin rind, a red 


meat without ouch of a fibrous character, and | 


t black seeds. There is no key to the excel- 
ce of a watermelon, except a good sha 
knife. (ut it in two, and you can tell what it 
is. Hold it in your hand as it came from the 
vine, and nobody can tell with certainty. Ne- 
groes prgtend to know, and they do hit it off 

very frefoculy, but it is by instinct. 

As to the quantity of watermelons that come 
to the New York market, it is impossible to 
give the exact number, but some idea may be 
thered from the fact that one day’s contri- 
tion in one season was 93,000, Sloops, sail- 
ing vessels, steamships, all bring in the fruit. 

@ watermelon is in appearance one of the 
coolest things in the world, with its dark green 
rind, and yet by a sort of paradox it grows in 
@andy soil. 


Now Jersey furnishes one of the very best ¢ 


@arieties of watermelon. It is called the 
Gypsy, or Mountain Sweet. It is a long, 
striped’melon, with thin rind and sweet, juicy 
meet. 

Watermelons are sold by their size. A 
dealer’ does not weigh them, but he approxi- 
mates the price to the size. Fifteen or twenty 
cents to forty or fifty cents isthe of 
prices. Eighteen ortwenty pounds makes a 
good sized melon. A prominent marketman 
gaid he once had a ninety-pounder! 

There is one man in New York who deals in 
nothing but watermelons during the season. 

The fruit docs not decay so readily as some 
other, and will keep a week or nine days, and 
there is a process by which the melon can be 
preserved much longer. This consists in var- 
nishing it, thus excluding the air. A melon 
may be kept for two months by this means, 

One of the fixtures which amuses atraveler 
who is delayed in Norfoik during the summer 
is to see the boats come in, laden with water- 
melons, and be unloaded. . A line of darkies is 
formed from one of these boats to the hold of 
some northern steamer. The melons are 
thrown from hand to hand along the chain, 
the negroes enlivening their occupation by 
quaint cries. 

Occasionally a melon is dropped. This zeci- 
dent, indeed, may be cornted on to a dead cer- 
tainty when ‘niggers’ are handling the fruit, 
and generally the melon which falls is a re- 
markably fine specimen. When it drops and 
breaks there is a rush of black boys to the 
eg a wild confusion of legs and arms, and 

en the boys extricate them, each w.th a half- 
consumed bit of melon in his paws. 

It is enough t6 make one’s mouth water to 
see a darky burrow inte a large piece of. suc- 
culent red watermelon. His whole face dis- 
appearsin it, and it is disposed of with a 

uickness to make one hold his breath. If 

ere is any pure, unalloyed happiness in this 
world, it is had when a darky effects & combi- 
pation wiih a fine watermelon. 

There are not many ways of preparing the 
fruit. It is nearly always simply cut into 
large sections, and eaten without any condi- 
ment; but asa swell dinner a melon is treated 
in this way: A pieccis cat out of one end. 
Then with a long knife the read meat is 
ierees so as to make it easily rmeable b 

iquid, and champaign or brandy is pou 
into it. The plug is then replaced and the 
melon frozen. When aparty of eight geta 
ome melon, with all it can hold of 
randy, they are apt to get “loaded”’ without 
ome how it has happened to them 

On a hot day there is nothing in the way of 
fruit more invigorating than fine waterusdilon, 
and the standard “chestnut” about ite deadly 
effect is greatly exaggerated. Eaten moder- 
ately there is no danger in the truit. 

Just now watermelon merchants are up in 
arms against the railway companies, and a 
famine in the succulent fruit is threatened. 
The fruit importers say that the Pennsylvania 

company and the Ocean Steamshi 
company of Savannah, who enjoy almost a 
monopoly of the watermelon unde. have raised 
the rate of freight until it is no longer possible 
to do business at a profit. 

The rates from the south to this city are $88 
acarload, and the carload has just been limit- 
ed to 20,000 pounds. This often brings the 
freight to $150 or $150 a car, which is.more 
than the value of the fruit. Consequently the 
importers often refuse to receive them, and 
the company then sells the fruit at.auction at 
@ Sacrifice, thus injuring the trade. 

‘Phe importers have decided not to order any 
more melons from the south till the freight 
Rates are reduced. 2

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO. July 1i—It was a day of uncertainties 
in the wheat pit. and scalpers had the market very 
largely. The iowest points of the week were touched 
early because it was believed a leading operator was 
selling the last of his long wheat, while his r. gular 
brokers were blinding the crowd by buying some. 
The slack condition of the market and failure of an 
unimportant firm helped the early dip. New York 


sent some bullish news, but they did nothing there | 


to stop the decline. Toward noon cables came a 
little more bullish, and renewed wet weather was 
reported in France, where wheat is already very 
backward. A few boat loads were taken for export 
at New York, and wet weatber reporis come from 
the wheat belt in this state and also west of the 
Mississippi. These influences helped prices up near- 
ly lc from the very bottom. Then there was an- 
other decline, simply from lack of support, and also 
anotherally before the close, on the belief that 
most of the long wheat had come out. The range 
of prices was as follows: August 78%<4@79%%c, down 
to 75%4¢, up to 79'¢c, down to 79c, and then up to 
794¢, where it started. September sold at 7574@ 
794c, acting closely with August. The market 
closed with August at 79\,c. 

Corn was active and unsettled, ruling firm early 
and weaker later in the session. The opening sales 
were about the same as the closing prices of yester-

Later the 
market exhibited a little more strength and prices 
rallied again. closing at about medium figures.

What He Saw and Learnt at 
Salt Springs. 


MAN NEVER TOO OLD TOLEARN 


Judge Hook and the Peabody In- 
stitute—An Interesting 
Letter, 


Ihave been to the Peabody Institute at 
Chautauygua and enjoyed. the visit. A man 
never gets too old to learn, and I don’t know 
what school he can goto for a month where 
he will learn so much as at one of these nor- 
mal gatherings, where eminent teachers and 
lecturers instruct and enteriain the people. 
Judge Hook has done wel! in establishing this 
institute at Salt Springs, where everything is 
so lovely and attractive—where the air is so 
pure and the water so healthy. Georgia teach- 
ers are fast coming to the front as lecturers 
and instructors in art and science, and inter- 
spersed with their morning talks or evening 
essays, they have discourses from soine of the 
most eminent philosophers of the country. It 
is a grand scheme for the diffusion of knowl- 
edge, and every teacher in the state should 
eagerly embrace the privileges offered there. 
W hat an instructive feasi it was to listen to Dr. 
Calhoun tell of the eye and all its beautiful 
and wonderful organism—or to listen to Judge 
Bieckley as he discoursed on evolution, or to 
Dr. Payne, as he charms us with new and 
broader views of life and knowiedge. Verily 
the people of this day caunct fully appreciate 
the blessings that are within their reach— 
blessings that were unknown and undreamed 
of in our youth. 

A thousand times have I wished that I wasa 
teacher—a school teacher—not that I was vain 
and thought that I could teach better than 
others, but I am conscious of loving the youth 
of our land, and I wished to mould them for 
usefulness and happiness. Another reason 
came tome from observation. The teachers 
are the taught. They are their own pupils. 
They are going toschool all the time. The 
scholars are put behind them and press them 
forward. A faithful teacher is the best student 
in his school, and every year takes the first 
honor and deserves the highest medal. For 
many years I have noted these teachers—the 
educators of the land—and they are the best, 
the nobiest, and the most useful of all the sec- 
ular professions. You can ponder them out with 
almost unerring certainty. You may consider 
the statesmen, and preachers, and lawyers, 
and editors, and almost every one who attained 
distinction, and waS loved and honored by his 
people, has been a teacher. Their profession 
makes them precise, exact, thoughtful. They 
become the best thinkers and the best writers, 
and are always prepared to prove the'r posi- 
tions on all great questions. LBesides this, they 
become paternal, philanthropic, unselfish, and 
have broad, conside:ate views of life and its 
duties. <A teacherisa kind of patriarch, and 
loves the family of which he has charge. 


He watches them long after they have ceased — 


to be his pupils, and if they succeed 
he is proud. If they fail he is mor- 
tified. How many honored sons of this great 
state can Richard Malcoini Johnston point to 
and say with conscious pride: “I taught that 
man in his boyhood. I marshaled the way 
that he should go.’’ What an honor to have 
been the teacher of Webster and Clay and 
Calhoun, and ten thousand others, who have 
dignified and adorned their callings. 

sut all are not teachers who profess to be. 
The art of imparting knowledge is as impor- 
tant as to have knowledge. It is in some 
measure a gift—just like oratory, or music, or 
invention. It requires force of charactér, will 
power, the gilt of speech ana kind, consider- 
ate regard for chidi¥en and vouth. That re- 
gard that“nspires patience and perseverance-— 


: 


-that will endure more and suffer more from a 


dull pupil or a stubborn one than from a bright 
or Willing one—that makes allowance for those 
whose parents have but little education or who 
take but little intcrcst in assisting their 
children with their studies. This indifference 
is perhaps the greatest embarrassment the 
teacher has to contend with. This stingy mis- 
take that many parents make who say, “I pay 
the teacher to teach my children and it he was 
any account he would do it.’’ The poorest 
scholars in school are those who get the least 
help at home. By help, I mean encourage- 
ment, pride of scholarship and, if possible, as- 
sistance over the hard places. 

The world is progressing in everything, and 
of course is progressing in the arts and methods 
of imparting knowledge. The public school 
system has the indorsement of the age and the 
nation, but I confessto some lingering preju- 
dice againstit, It has many advantages, but 
they do not altogether satisfy. In some places 
it has been abandoned. It is like the election 
of our judges. Within forty years the mode 
has been changed eight times, and still the 
xeople are not happy. Threetimes they have 

wen elected by the people, three times by the 
legislature and twice they have been appoint- 
ed by the governor and confirmed by the sen- 
aie. This isnot progress but is rotation. In 
many places the patrons are not satisfied with 
the public schoals, and it may be because they 

have been unfortunate in the selection of 
teachers. I found places in my travels where 
these schools were very popular, and. places 
where there was general dissatisfaction. In one 
town the principal was not on speaking terms 
with his first assistant. In another, the com- 

plaint wasthat two members of the board had 
no children and the other was a sectarian 
bigot. In another the subordinates did not 

ive satisfaction, and in all there is a feeling of 

relplessness among the patrons. If you are 
dissatisfied or aggrieved, what are you going 
to do about it. Nothing. You can’t 
do anything. The board are the masters, 
and ihe board is much inclined to 
favor their own appointments. These appoint- 
ments are someiimes made from sectarian 
prejudices, sometimes from family or political 
influences, sometimes from school or college 
‘friendships. They are rarely made from mo- 

tives independent of all these and solely upon 
merit. Suppose an eer does go through 
an examination, what does that establish as.to 
his or her fitness to teach. The best lawver I 
ever knew never made a speech in the court- 
room. He was a master of the science, and 
we used to abide his judgments on intricate 
questions with perfect faith, but he could never 
evercome his nervous timidity. Nathaniet Ma- 
con ranked ail his cotemporaries in the United 
States senate. He was pro-eminently its 
counselor and guide, but he never made a 

speech in his congressional life of thirty-four 
years. 

We are alla bundle of prejudices, I know, 
and we old people are inordinately attached 
to the customs that prevailed from our youth 
to our maturity, and hence I am modest about 
obtruding my opinions, but I must confess that 
Iam not yet in love with the modern system 
of public schools. The teachers are too inde- 
endent of their patrons. Direct responsibility 

‘tween the employer and the employed is bet- 
ter than to haye middle men or brokers. In 
the olden times the teacher was reqnired to 
beard around among his principal patrons— 
sometimes a week, or iwo weeks, or a mouth 
—and so they became acquainted with him— 
intimately acquainted. They. knew his social 
and his moral worth{as well as his sholarship. 
Of course this plan would not be agreeable 
now, but the intent was cood, and in that day 
had good results. 

But in any system, old or new, the suctess 
of the school depends almost entirely upon the 
qualifications of the teachers. Beeman made 
reputation and kept it; so did Richard Ma)- 
coim Johnston ; sodid Fouche and George and 
Longstreet. These educators paid special at- 
tention to the mcrals and good behavior of 
their pupils. Ina later day Bingham took the 
lead and Dr. Haygood and Dr. Battle and Gen- 
eral D. H. Hill. Franklin college once had it 
through such eminent teachers as Wadéell 
and Dr. Church, but somehow she lost some of 
her good repute and Oxford and Mercer came 
to the front. The will power of the principal 
is worth as much as his scholarship—that power 
that controls the pupils and gives tone to their 
ambition, their pride, their morals. I have 
known boys to go through college and receive 
a diploma, who did not know a sine from a 
tangent nor a circie from an ellipse—nor why 
December is the twelfth month instead of the 
tenth, nor what causes an eclipse of the sun or 
a change of the moon, nor what was the Latin 
or dK or the French for butter, nor who

might es well advertise and say, “diplomas | 


made ¢casy.”’ 

The old field school of the olden time was 
a litile kingdom of its@wn. Tho patrons, 
it is true, constituted a kind 
of parliament to employ a_ teacher 
but when once employed and installed in of- 
fice they had no control over him and could 
not turn him out at their pleasure. He 
remain as long ashe had pupils and his con- 
trol over them was supreme. He was king 
and master and the only way to get rid of him 


, 


was to withdraw the scholars or let them com- | 
bine to run him off. The parents rarely inter- | 


fered with his control over theirchildren. If 
he punished them it was all right and all the 
presumptives were in his favor, indeed a strict 
disciplinar.an was much more popular than an 
easy going meek tempered man, who permitted 
liis pupils 
The rod was considered an assential part of 
the se':ool farniture. It was no great crime 
for a boy to resist and fight back, but, if the 


figiit he sudden!y 
laughed atasa failure. So besides a compe-

By and by we ivenaad to 
baker, and then to crucifix, and then toincom- 
prehensibility—that word of learned length 
nnd thundering sound. In course of time we 
reached phthisic, the fifth mile stone, and then 
our orthography was considered complete. We 
pondered all the romances as we went along— 
those thrilling, fascinating romances—one 
about an old man who found a rude boy up in 
one of his apple trees stealing apples and de- 
sired him to come down. 

The romance of poor dog Tray, who got into 
bad company, and the milkmaid who _ tossed 
her head and spilled the m'lk, and the lawyer’s 
bull that gored the farmer’s' ox. These com- 
posed nearly the dime novels of that day, and 
I wish it did yet, for there was no harin in 
them, and a good moral was left behind. We 
had mixed schools in those days, and the bovs 
were sorely put to it to keep up with the girls, 
and they were ashamed not to, for we all had 
our sweethearts, and they were betting on us, 
There has been no improvement on that sweet- 
heart bus‘ness that [ know of. We had no 
steel pens, and had to depend upon the ald 
gray goose for quills. In memory I see the 
good old teacher standing by the window half 
his time, making or mending pens with his 
little pearl-handled knife that they said came 
all the way from London. 
upon the blade and the ether upon the boys 
A flock of geese Was a treasure then, and whea 
the good woman had pinucked their breasts to 
fill her bedtics and the boys had pulied their 
quills for pens the poor geese were a pitiful 
sight to behold. ‘‘Where is: your pen, my 
son?’ said the teacher. ‘“‘I haven’t got any. 
1 couldn't catch the old gander this murning.”’ 
We h&d no desks nor globes nor charts nor 
blackboards. Butthe hickory was there to 
tingle knowledge and good behavior into us 
through the cuticle of the back and the legs. 

But after all, we had the same foundation 
to build upon that the boys have now, and we 
kept apace with the wants and necessities of 
the age. 
as they donow. language was the same, and 
history, and philosophy, and astronomy, and 
trigonometry, and geometry. Our boys could 
speak Hohenlinden and Bozaris and Patrick 
Henry and Cassabianica about as well as they 
do now. The modern appliances for education 
are much improved, bat great scholarship is 
not confined to any age or institution. It 
comes, if it comes at all, in spite of all embar- 
rassments. Where there is a will thereisa 
way, andeducation is now within the. easy 
reach of all.

The foundation can be laid, but whether it 
will be built upon or not depends upon the 
boy or the girl.

prevalence of typhoid. fever in Athens, calls — 


forth a reply trom Dr. “Gerdine; in which he 
BAYS: 

The inngiayee secm® ‘4 be widespread through 
the state that Phere a malignant epidemic pre- 
wailing in Athens, and particularly among the stu- 
@ents of the University of Georgia and the Lucy 
Cobb institute. Now, I wish to state facts simply as 
- Z believe them to be. In the first place, there is no 

epidemic here. Secondly, haye not s@en, nor do I 
_ believe thatthere has beon one case of typhoid 

fever here thissummer. There have been as few 

deaths, comparatively this year as there has been 
any year during the twelve years that I have lived 
dn Athens. From January Ist to June ist, 

1888, there has been less sickness than I 

have known before. Since about the 

first of June, from the effects of a long, hot drouth, 
fimprudence in eating, drinking profusely _ of ice 
drinks, bathing in hot ponds, being much exposed 
to the sun etc, we haye a gastretis or inflammation 
of the stomach, (ealled by some gastic fever) from 
whieh to thistime there has ‘been of whites two 
* @eaths here and two students who went home and 
died, (the other students mentioned), Mr. 
Poe, died of consumption; of colored one 
death, ‘This ascompared to 1887. June of last year 
there were seven interments in the Oconee eemetery 
while this year there were only three. The 
whole of last year there were sixty-one and 
Oniy. twenty-six up to the present time this 
year. The mortality among the colored people was 
far greater last year than this. This does not show 
such a malignant character of the disease. I notice 
an article in the Savannah Morning News, July 8th, 
“3868, headed: ‘‘Sickness in Athens,’’ in which ‘the 
writer says that Mr. Lamar was quite indignant at 
the condition in which his son was sent home; that 
the eollege authorities should have closed the col- 
lege as soon as it was {ound out that typhoid fever 
was prevailingin Athens. Now, Isent Mr. Lamar 
home the day Wer I was first called 
to see him; I thought home tke best place 
for him, as I knew he would be sick, for some weeks 
and at that time there was no special danger to be 
apprehended in his travelling. Up tothis time there 
has been only ten cases of iever among thestudents, 
of these four were in the campus, the remaining six 
were boarding and living around the city,-onein 
the country. Of the ten, two have died, and these 
two went bome and relapsed. I don’t see that the 
college authorities are 80 much to blame. “We are 
simply having a disease thatis incident to all hot 
countries, and not more here than usual every 
@ummer. isaw no reason for the college closing 
then, nor do I still believe that it should 
have closed. There is nothing about the campus 
to produce fevers. The water is good, the sanitation 
good, the water closets sufficiently far to prevent 
disease. I consider the water of our city as pure as 
that of any city with. which I am acquainted. As 
for the students of the Lucy Cobb institute, I have 
60 far only known of two residents of Athens sick 
with fever, and they were taken sick some time 
after commencement, both ofthem recovering, I 
bave heard of several who live.in Atlanta and other 
places who were taken sick after leaving bere, none 
however, I think have died. I can ‘easily aecouut 
for their being sick. After spending several montis 
going through a regular routine of living, they sud- 
denly, in hot weather, go into dissipation, eating 
fruits, candies, ice, etc. This is suficient to set. up 
@ fever without a predisposing cause.

Macon, Ga., July 14.—[Special.]—The dem- 
ocratic county mass mecting at the court 
house this morning to elect delegates to the 
gubernatorial, congressional and senatorial 
nominating conventions, and to.elect an exec- 
ntive committee for the next two ensuing 
years.

How He Attempts to Establish Business in 
Georgia. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July 14.—[Special.]—Henry

“take the liberty of writing to ask if you wish 
to open a banking account in this city, or if 
‘you already have one and desire to make a 
change, to present our name for your favorable

Banker Blum seplied, thanki..g them -for 
their favor, In conclusion he wrote: 

‘One question presents itself, however. I 
am a frequent borrower, and usually put up 
bonds of our two states as collateral. Know- 
ing the views of your firm “in regard to the 
bonds of our state, would it not be better for 
me to remain where accommodations on these 
securities are at my command.”’ 

This question has not yet been answered by 
Clews & Co. , 

The sale of bonds just made by Georgia to 
the Mutual Life Insurance company, of New 
York, is not so profitable a transattion as it 
appears on first view. A Savannah banker 
criticising the sale says: ‘‘By making the 
bonds bear interest from July 1, when they are 
not turned over to the purchasers until Octo- 
ber 1, the purchasers are simply given a bonus 
of $21,375 for buying them. It is really nota 
perfectly straight business transaction. Then 
again the state will likely accept maturing 
bonds of Georgia in payment and pay principal 
and interest to maturity. Thus if the bonds 
are bought at par and interest accrued they 
will cost the Mutual 1014 per cent profit on 
them in the delivery, which is equal 
to $28,500, or the bonds will 
cost 4h plus 14 per cent, 18 
per cent less than the -accepted bid, to wit: 
1044 per cent, less 28 per cent = 1013. I predict 
that the bonds of 1915 will sell at. 110, in less 
than three months.”’

She has 
seen thousands sent to their doom, but her 
own conduct is above reproach.

BURIED IN A TUNNEL. 


Sad Fate ofa Miner Near Dahlonega Who 
Entered an Old Excavation. 


DAHLONEGA, Ga., July 14.—[Special. }|—Cal- 
vin Jenkins, an old citizen of this place, and a 
miner by professicn, left his home Tuesday 
morning to go to his work and not returning 
at night, search was instituted for him. 

Wednesday morning his body was found in 
anjold obsolete gold tunnel buried under nearly 
fifty tons of dirt and reck. There have recent-

imperil his life in working in this tunnel. It 
has been known for some time that the tun- 
nel was dangerous and itis reported that this 
fact had been pointed out to Mr. Jenkins be- 
fere he entered it. Mr. Jenkins was about 60 
years of age, and leaves a family consisting of 
a widow and five children, who where depend- 
ent upon his labor for a support.

The House 9f Representatives on the Wool 
Schedule. 

WN ASHINGTON, July 14.—Immediately after 
the read ng of the journal the house resumed 
cons'deration of the subsidity amendment of 
the senate tothe posioftice appropriation bill. 

Mr. Peters, of Kansac, snoke in favor of the 
amendincint, and Messrs. Rogers, of Arkansas; 
Cates, of Alabama, and Royner,of Maryland, 
Le Mr. Bjoaut, of Georgia, closed the 
cebate ihn opposition to the amendment, and 
then Mr. Bingham’s motion to concur in the 
Sehate amendment with amendment, was lost; 
yeas 56, nays 135. 

_ By a vote of yeas 141, nays 57, the house fur- 
ther insisted on its disagreement to the senate 
ainendment and further conference was or- 
dered. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the tariff bill, the pending schedule 
being that relative to wool 

_Mr. Outhwaite, of Ohio, ridiculed the asser- 
tion ‘hat the effect of tariff lad been to increase 
the number of sheep in this country. 
He quoted the remark made by asheep grower 
in Ohio, to the effect that he would surzender 
all benefit which he derived from his ciip, on 
account of the protective tariff, for the privi- 
lege of buying one pair of untaxed pants. He 
contended that woolen manufacturers had 
nothing to fear from the woolen schedule. 
The bill presented a fair proposition—a propo- 
sition to make the reduction on woolen goods 
equal to the reduction which would result 
from putting wool on the free list. 

Mr. Layfollette, of Wisconsin, took up and 
criticized Mr. Carlisle’s speech upon the bill, 
especially that pertion in which the speaker 
endeavored to show the prosperity of the 
country during the low tariff decade, fram 
1850 to 1860. To do this, said Mr. Layfollette, 
Mr. Carlisie had had recourse to the percent- 
age arguinent and had shown that the per- | 
centage of increase in the woolen, cotton, hard- 
ware, hosiery and boots and shoes industries 
had been very large. The trick of the per- 
centage argument was that the manufacture 
might be so small that any increase would 
make a percentage showing. No argument 
based on percentage could be relied upon, 
unless all the facts were stated. Mr. Carlisle, 
he said, had carefully selected such articles 
for his argument as were touched but slightly, 
or not at all, by the act of 1846, 

Mr. Scott, of Pennsylvania, went back to 
his quarrel with Kelly, of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, was reminded by 
these debates of the fierce battles which had 
been fought on the stump in Ohio. 

Mr. Whiting, of Michigan, denied that the 
price of wool was less in Michigan now than 
last year. 

Mr. Grosvenor replied that it was so in Bos- 
ton and elsewhere, while Mr. Singley, of 
Maine, confirmed the statement as true of 
Maine. 

Mr. Ford, of Michigan, said it was for 
the country to choose between 
cheap whisky or cheap clothing. 
The wool tariff was burdensome. 
There was scarcely a breeze when the iron and 
copper schedules were passedupon. But now, 
backed by a subsidized press, the republicans 
tumbled over one anotherto get tothe front 
and denounce the wool schedules. He did not 
believe the effect of the‘ bill would be to de- 
crease the price of American wool. Put all of 
the protective tariff you please on wool and 
you could not produce a}! of the needed varie- 
ties of wool. Butit taxed the manufacturer, 
and thereby hurt the farmers’ best customer. 
Senators Sherman and Hawley in 1883, had 
declared that tariff had reduced the price of 
wool. Before we had any tariff 6n wool the 
proportion of sheep to population was much 
larger than it ever had fe under tariff. The 
manufacturers of the country asked the 
farmers to work and stint and pinch while 
they took their ease. This was the feast that 
the farmers of the country were invited to 
partake of by the republican party, but he 
predicted that they would reject it on Novem- 
ber oy next.

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BOWLES SQUEALS, 


And Tells What He Knows 
About the Dynamite Plot. 


IN COURT

Brotherhood Lawyers Are Angry 
and Complain of Injustice. 


SENSATION 


Cuicaco, July 14.—Bowles, the man in the 
conspiracy against whom the testimony given 
yesterday was most conclusive, has, it is stated, 
made a full confession of his share in the con- 
spiracy. Hesays thatin his case there was 
little hope of escape from conviction, and 
early this morning it was made known to 
District Attorney Ewing that Bowles was 
ready to squeal. Arrangements were at once 
made to take down his statement, and he was 
conveyed to Mr. Ewing’s office to tell all he 
knows. Another of the arrested men, Goding, 
it is said, also concluded to come into camp, 
and by noon today all that he knows about 
the plot against the Burlington will be told. 

The case of Chairman Hoge and Murphy, 
which was tohave come up before Justice 
Lyon this morning, was postponed for gne 
week. 

BOWLES MAKES A STATEMENT. 

{t is understood that Bowles has told the 
prosecution facts which will make the couvic- 
tion of Hoge certain. Chairman Hoge, it 
would seem, is the man they are really after, 
not only as the blow they wish to strike at the 
brotherhood, but because the road officials dis- 
like him personally. The other defendants they 
are favorably disposed towards. The text of 
the squeal was not made public, but it was im- 
portant enough to necessitate a postponement 
of the case before the federal court, as well as 
in the state tribunal. It is certain that when 
the three jail prisoners, Bowles, Broderick and 
Wilson, were brought over from the jail this 
morning and put in a cage in the marshal’s 
office, Bowles sent word he wanted to see the 
district attorney. He was taken to Mr. 
Ewing’s office and there confessed to General 
Manager Stone, Inspector Bonfield and At- 
torney Collier. 

The only direct information as to the nature 
of the confession was a well defined rumor that 
a United States warrant had been issued for 

THE ARREST OF HOGE, 
who is out on $1,500 bond under the conspira- 
cy charge brought under the state law. The 
crowd waiting in the federal courtroom was 
again large, and chiefly composed of brother- 
hood men, whose looks of sympathy cast on 
the prisoners as they were brought in indica- 
ted their appreciation of the danger their com- 
rades were in. Bowles came in with the dis- 
trict attorney, and took a seat beside him, op- 
posite the other prisoners, who flashed vindict- 
ive and contemptuous looks at him. He was 
visibly agitated and moved restlessly in his 
seat, keeping his eyes bent upon the floor. Be- 
fore the attorneys for the brotherhood had a 
chance to interpose, Bowles, still trembling, 
was induced by the district attorney to rise: 
quickly and waive examination. 
SCENE IN THE COURTROOM. 

A sensational scene ensued. Brotherhood 
Attorneys Donehue and David protested loudly 
that they had been treated with great unfair- 
ness and given no show from the very outset of 
the trial. Lawyer David hotly denounced 
Commissioner Hoyne, declaring: 

‘We could expect nothing else from this 
court, and have received nothing else!’’ 

The commissioner ordered David to be ar- 
rested by the marshal], but the latter did not at 
once comply, and David subsequently made a 
Pickwickian apology to the court. 

Bowles was released on $5,600 bail. After 
the court adjourned the herotofore reticent 
prisuvuvr, Wilson, suvagely denounced Bowles, 
ridiculing the idea that the latter was inno- 
cent, and exclaiming, ‘‘Chicken heart, he had 
laid down!”’ 

THE CONFESSION IN SHORTHAND. 

Bowles, Broderick and Wilson were kept in 
the marshal’s ofttice nearly all the afternoon, 
but not together. Bowles was closeted all the 
afternoon in the marshal’s inside office with 
District Attorney Ewing, General Manager 
Stone, Inspector Bonfield and Marshal Marsh. 
They took in stenographic detail full notes of 

3owles’s confession up to 5 o’clock, when the 
taking of the remainder was postponed until 
tomorrow morning. It does not differ mate- 
rially from the history of Bowles’s handling of 
dynamite, given by District Attorney Ewing 
in presenting the case’ Friday. lt 
has the advantage, however, of be- 
ing in shape to be sworn to 
by him, and thus is more valuable in _ the case 
against Chairman Hoge. In details Bowles’s 
confession adds more to the testimony against 
Hoge, and has furnished some valuable point- 
ers, which Inspector Bontfield’s men are now 
at work upon. No new warrant- was issued 
from the federal court against Hoge,as was ex- 
pected this morning. 

DRODERICK’S SMILE OF CONTEMPT. 

It appears that Broderick is the nerviest 
man of the whole lot. Marshal Burchard and 
Inspector Bonfield had a long talk with him 
in the marshal’s office, but nothing was 
elicited and through it alli Broderick kept up 
his smile of contempt. For the first time 
since his arrest, he submitted to an interview. 
He said, referring to Bowles: 

‘We will boycott that cur. “He has not got 
any nerve atall. You don’t suppose a man 
like that was ever anengineer? Not much! 
But that’s the kind of servants they are, and 
the readisrun with. No, I never worked on 
the ‘Q”’ road; I worked on the Mississippi 
division of the Illinois Central before I came 
here in April. I know men whocame here 
fromthe Reading road and went to work 
among them in the interest of the strikers. I 
induced many of them to leave, and thus be- 
came a marked man. I don’t fear the result 
of this trial. They can’t do much of anything 


to me, any way.”

THE LOCKOUT AT AN END , 


And the Mills Will Soon Begin to Grind 
: Again. 

Pirrspunre, July 14.—The great iron lockout 
is practically over, and before the end of next 
week a general resumption of the mills is ex- 
pected. There are still fifty firms in the Man- 
ufacturers’ association that have not yet grant- 
ed the demands of the workmen. A meeting 
of these firms will probably be held here Tues- 
day, when it is presumed that they will de- 
cide to sign the scale, They still claim that 
the wages demanded by the Amalgamated as- 
sociation are excessive, and that some mills 
will have to close down indefinitely. 

A prominent manufacturer said this after- 
noon that the signing of the scale by some 
firms has caused intense dissatisfaction among 
the members of the association. ‘‘It is almost 
certain,’’ said he, ‘‘that some of the firms will 
withdraw, and the association may be disrupt- 
ed. That would mean that hereafter we 
would have no organization to confer each 
year with the Amalgamated association com- 
mittee on the wage question. It would then 
remain for each firm to act individually each 
year and determine for themselves whether or 
not they would sign the scale.’’ 

Tie amalgamated ofticers were notified this 
afternoon that Jennings, Beal & Co., of Leech 
burg, Pa., had signed the scale.

Tanks Explode—Four Men 
Fatally Injured. 
CINCINNATI, July 14.—A battery of eight gas 
tanks in Ludlow, Ky., exploded this afternoon, 
injuring fifteen men, four of them fatally.

NAUGHTY NATALIE. 


The Queen of Servia and Her Violent 
Temper. 
(Copyright 1833 by the New York Associated Prees.] 

Berm, July 14.—Emperor William’s de- 
parture from Kiel presented a spectacle splen- 
did beyond anything ever before witnessed on 
German seas. The town and harbor were 
uniquely decorated. The route from the sta- 
tion to the harbor was lined with masts cov- 
ered with oak leaves and adorned with weap- 
ons and banners. The German, Prussian and 
Holstein colors were conspicuous. Triamphal 
arches and floral decorations, in 
which naval designs predominated, 
entirely transformed the aspect of the old 
town. The emperor drove slowly toward the 
harbor, giving, as he went, special greetings to 
guilds and corporations, which lined the 
streets. The vacht Hohenzollern was moored 
atthe Drepenbrook, at the outerend of the 
harbor. The man-of-war’s boat conveyed the 
emperor to the yacht at 10:30. His majesty 
was received by Prince Henry, Vice Admiral 
Blane, chief the Baltic station, and Admiral 
Monts. The squadron was composed of the 
ironclads Baden, Bavaria, Frederick the Great, 
Kaiser and Zietung and the frigates Prince 
Adelbert, Queirena and Von Moltke, 
with a part of the torpedo flotilla. It then 
sailed _— the imperial yacht in splendid or- 
der and with perfect precision, the maneuvers 
commanding great admiration. Shortly after 
eleven o’clock the imperial yacht put out to sea, 
escorted by the torpedo flotilla and ironclads. 
A number of private steamers accompanied 
the fleet for several miles. Kiel is crowded 
with visitors and holds high carnival tonight. 
During the four days’ voyage to Peterhof the 
squadron will execute a number of maneuvers. 
On the 18th the czar’s yact, Derjava, 
will receive Emperor William on_ board 
at Cronstadt. The emperor will remain 
a few days at St Petersburg and return by sea 
to Kiel. His after programme will include an 
inspection of theStroops, maneuvers of guards 
and third army corps in August; in Septem- 
ber he will visit Alsace-Lorraine, meeting the 
king of Belgium at Strasburg; at the end of 
September he will go to Vienna, and will 
probably visit the king of Italy in October. 

Communications from Emperor William to 
his mother were transmitted from Spandau 
last evening and from Kiel today. This 
fact, though insignificant in itself, 
has significance, in the face 
of persistent foreign scandals regarding the 
allegad unhappy relations existing between 
his majesty and the dowager empress, Vic- 
toria. If the messages only referred to the 
progress of her son’s first expedition as em- 
peror, they still showed that the differences 
between him and his mother have not ap- 
proached a rupture. 

Empress Dowager Victoria frequently sees 
Dr, Friedberg, Count Stolberg and other inti- 
mate friends of the late Emperor Frederick. 
Disputes certainly continue to exist between 
herself and the emperor in regard to the dis- 
posal of Emperor Frederick’s papers, some of 
which, the empress dowager maintains, are’ 
personal, against the contention of the emperor 
that they are state property and ought to be 
deposited in the state archives. The 
court circle believe implicity that the 
difference can be arranged in_ the 
future by the empress dowager’s 
surrendering the documents relating to the 
regency and Emperor Frederick’s memoranda 
on his own plan for administering the reign, 
the bulk of his correspondence to be left with 
the Empress Dowager Victoria. 

Dr. Mackenzie’s report, accompanied by 
those of Dr. Krouse, Dr. Leyden and Dr. 
Hovell, is expected soon. Dr. Mackenzie is 
in no way hindered from giving a stricter med- 
ical statement with his report. The quarrel 
ends with the statement that Dr. Bergman 
and his associates will not reply to Dr. Mac- 
kenzie. 

Bismarck’s period of repose at Friedrichsruhe 
promises to be brief. For about a fortnight he 
will enjoy solitude, only the princess and 
count and countess of Raptzan are with him. 
His intention to cut his leisure short and to 
face business at an early date is apparent in 
the order left at Reichsklanzlei. Throughout 
the department it is understood affairs are too 
exigent to permit of a _ prolonged 
leave while the emperor and chan- 
cellor are working toward new political 
combinations, and while the official world 
must know no rest and Bismarck’s interview 
with Signor Crispi, Italian premier, will be the 
first sign of his resumption of active labors. 
It is not likely that instead of a conference, 
Count Kalnoky, Signor Crispi and Germany’s 
chancellor will meet at Carisbad. Signor Crispi 
will come to Fredrichshruhe early in August. 
Crispi, who is in pressing need of Germany’s 
supportin the,contest with the vatican, will 
make no delay in seeing Bismarck. Manager 
Galimberti, papal nuncio in Vienna, has ob- 
tained the promise of the Austrian govern- 
ment tosustain vatican against the Italian 
fiovernment’s threatened violation of the law 
under which the Vatican has hitherto 
been held as extra territorial to the 
municipal government of Rome. Signor 
Crispi has reason to fear that the Austrian 
pressure brought to bear uvon Bismarck,added 
to the energetic protests of Catholic Germany 
and the regent of Bavaria, whose leaning is 
well known, will influence the German goyern- 
ment against the plans to curtail elites and to 
weaken the dignity of the position of the 


ope. 

‘ The ofticial press of Rome writes as if Signor 
Crispi had received at the meeting at Varzin 
Carte blanche to do. what he should choose 
with the pope. It is better known 
here that Bismarck holds that the, position of 
the vatican under the law of guarantces ought 
to be assailable and this question, involving as 
it does, the threatened departure of the pope 
from Rome, is an urgent one for Crispi. 

The conference between the chancellor and 
Count Kalnoky, Austrian minister of foreign 
affairs, is now likely to occnrin the middle of 
September, prior to Emperor William’s visit 
to Vienna. 

General sympathy is expressed for Queen 
Natalie, of Servia, as @& woman and 
mother who does not bind people to 
the fact that it was impossible for the govern- 
ment to permit her to violate Prussian laws. 
The queen’sagents at Wiesbaden deny that 
she meant forcible resistance to the authori- 
ties, and assert that she did not bid her ser- 
vants to apply for protection to the Russian 
consul at Weoisbaden. The authorities state 
that they were unable to obtain access to her 
house, being threatened by armed servants. 

The whole incident shows Queen Natalie to 
be a woman of imperious will and violent 
temper. After Emperor William telegraph- 
ed, advising her thaf King Milan was acting 
within his rights, Queen Natalie responded 
with a series of telegrams, invoking the em- 
peror asaman to help her in her struggle. 
She described King Milan in terms which 
rendered it impossible for the emperor tocon- 
tinue the correspondence. King Milan com- 
mitted an indiscretion in sending as his envoy 
to Wiesbaden, General Procties, husband of 
the lady, whose supposed intimate relation with 
King Milan first led tothe discords existing 
between Queen Natalie and the king. Her 
protests against the seizure of her son were 
directed partly against the chance of his tute- 
ege under persons whom she assails as leading 
mmoral lives. King Milan is credited with 
adventures, which would amply suffice for the 
granting of a divorce to the queen. On the 
other hand, Queen Natalie’s intrigues in favor 
of Russia, even to going to the length of 
conspiring to depose ing Milan, are 
accepted facts. Her latest act before 
quitting Wiesbaden was to transmit to the 

ussian consul their memoranda, revealing 
the Austro-Servian plottings against the Rus- 
sian policy relative to Balkans. 

The question will immediately come up be- 
fore the synod of Belgrade and a decree will 
certainly be granted to king Milan on the sim- 
ple issue that his consort, by intriguing for 
Russia, has proved untrue to her trust as queen 
of Servia. The queen will be permitted 
to reside in Vienna for a limited period. 
When the divorce has been settled she will be 
asked to leave Austrian territory. She will 
probably return to Russia. 

The socialists have selected Libeknecht, #. 
stead of Valhman, as candidate for Hasen- 
clever’s place in reichstag. The success of 
Libeknecht is certain. The police will ener- 
getically enforce the law Gagainst socialists.

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SELF-MURDERED, 


Terrible Suicide of a Crazy 
Bohemian. 


TRIES TO MURDER HIS WIFE 


And Then Cuts His Throat— 
Other Criminal News. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., July 14.—[Special.]— 
er Soupe, is a young Bohemean about 36 
years of age. He was in Charleston at the 
time of the earthquake in 1886, and jumped 
out of a three story window in his flight, and 
then tried to cut his throat. It is thought the 
earthquake scare made him crazy. After re- 
covering he move to Columbia, with his wife 
and three children. He has been twice con- 
fined in the lunatic asylum; and was dis- 
charged only two weeks ago. 

For two months Mrs. Soupe and her three 
children have occupied two small rooms in the 
rear of a little fruit store at sixty-six Gervais 
street. They were the tenants of Messrs. Howie 
& Son. Since Soupe’s discharge from the asylum 
he has been working at his trade. Yesterday 
Mrs. Soupe told Mr. James Howie that her 
husband was complaining of feeling badly about 
the head, and he advised her to send him back 
to the asylum,as he did not believe that Soupe 
had recovered. The poor woman replied that 
they were very much dependent upon the 
earnings of her husband for aliving. Mr. 
Howie replied that if Soupe was sent to the 
asylum, his father and himself would see that 
Mrs. Soupe and her children did not starve— 
nothing further was said about the matter. 

This morning Mr. Jas. Howie passed Soupe’s 
honse,on his way to open his office. Soupe 
was seen leaning back in a chair quietly smok- 
ing a pipe. A half an hour later, Soupe’s little 
girl ran to Mr. Howie, saying that “‘papa was 
beating mamma,’’and ‘‘please go there quick.” 
Mr. Howie at once wentto the house, and, 
entering the room, he found Soupe armed with 
a file, with which he was trying to kill his 
wife. He had already stabbed her in her 
leftarm. Howie grasped the madman, while 
the wife ran into theyard. After a desperate 
struggle,Soupe became quiet and was released. 
He at once sprang from the door, seized his 
wife by the hair, and struck three terrible 
blows at her head with his murderous file. 

Mr. Howie struck up the madman’s arm 
each time, and instead of instantly killing his 
wife he only inflicted three serious wounds, 
one on her forehead and two on the top of the 
head. Mr. Howie succeeded in releasing Mrs. 
Soupe from her husband’s grasp, and she ran a 
few steps and fell. Soupe returned to the 
house, and Mr. Howie was walking away 
when he heard the Bohemian, who was di- 
rectly behind him, say: “I will kill you!” 
These words saved Mr. Howie's life. 
He sprang to one side, and _ the 
next second the sharp blade 
of an ax grazed his side and was buried in the 
ground. Soupe had struck at his head, and 
would have killed him had not Mr. Howie 
moved from under the descending ax. 

Soupe then dashed into hisroom, seized a 
butcher knife and began sawing on his own 
throat. The knife was dull and cut poorly. 
Soupe dashed it down, ran across the room, 
broke open his trunk and took out a penknife, 
the blade of which was only two inches long. 
He then ran to a small  ilooking- 
glass hanging on the wall, stooped 
down until his face was reflected 
therein, and deliberately cut his: throat from 
ear toear. Everything was severed except 
the bone and the musclesat the back of the 
neck. Soupe then deliberately walked out of 
the house toa pump inthe yard, gave three 
strekes of the handle, caught the water in his 
hands, put it to his throat and fell dead. 


. AS TO LAND GRANTS. 


Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad 
Asked to Restore 72,050 Acres, 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—Under instructions 
from the secretary of the interior Commis- 
sioner Stockslager has directed the Alabama 
and Chattanooga Railway company to show 
cause within thirty days why proceedings 
should not be taken to secure restoration to 
the public domain of 72,054 acres of land, situ- 
ated within the indemnity limits of the Wills 
Valley railway in Alabama. By act of June 
3d, 1856, congress made a grant of lands to the 
Wills Valley railway and another to the North- 
east and Southwest Alabama railway. These 
companies were subsequently consolidated 
under the name of the Alabama and Chatta- 
nooga Railway company. It is claimed by the 
general land office that 702,54 acres were er- 
roneously certified to the Wills Valley road to 
make up the deficiency along the line of the 
Northeast and Southwestern Alabama road 
and the two grants should not be treated as 
heretofore, as one continnous grant, but as 
separate and distinct grants, and that the sur- 
plus indemnity land of one road should not be 
taken to make up for the deficiency in the 
other.

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THE NEGRO LYNCHED. 


More About the White Girl Who Eloped 
With a Repulsive Looking Moke. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 14.—[Special.]—A 
dispatch from Pell City today gives fuller par- 
ticulars of the elopement of Maude Broyles, 
the sixteen-year-old white girl, with Jim Tor- 
ney, the negro farm hand, and the subsequent 
capture and supposed lynching of then 
Miss Broyles is a handsome and intelligent 
girl, with pretty form and bright, expressive 
oyen. She was never seen in company with 
the negro, and such a thing as an intimacy bee 
tween them was not dreamed of by her par- 
ents. Torney was a very black, repulsive. 
looking negro, about 25 years old, and how he 
obtained such control of the girl’s affections ig 
amystery. The negroes living in the neigh- 
borhood declare that Miss Broyles was voo- 
dooed by Torney. Friday morning the young 
lady disappeared, leaving a note stating that 
she loved Torney, and they had gone off to get 
married. Pursuit was_began at once, and late 
in the afternoon two of the pursuing party 
came upon them on the Coosa river. hen 
ordered to surrender, the girl turned, and at- 
tacking the two white men, fought them sav- 
agely, declaring that they should not touch » 
lock of her lover’s hair. She scratched them in 
the fray, and before they could overpower her 
the negro was out of sight. Others of the pursu- 
ing party sooncame up and while some re- 
turned in charge of the girl, others followed 
on after the negro. Those who followed the 
trail of the negro returned late last night 
with. the information that he had ran 
with another white girl. From these 
remarks, and other facts which have come to 
lights itis generally believed thatthe negro 
was killed and his body sunk in the Coosa 
river. The girl's parents are prostrated with 
shame and grief. and the affair has caused the 
most intense excitement throughout the 
neighborhood.

An Interesting Habeas Corpus Case Decided 
Yesterday Morning. 


An exceptionally interesting habeas corpus 
hearing took place yesterday morning before 
Judge Howard Van Epps. 

Sylvannus Jenkins, a colored man, was ar- 
rested on suspicion by the police authorities 
and put in a cell in the stationhouse. 

He employed Mr. Frank P. Walker to get 
him out of prison. Mr. Walker made inquiries 
and soon became convinced that the prlanaee 
was unjustly detained in the stationhouse. 

He sued out a writ of habeas corpus and 
directed it to Chief of Police Connolly. 

Judge Van Epps agreed to hear the case, 
and yesterday morning all the parties were in 
court. 

Chief Connolly was represented by Mr. Hin- 
ton Wright. 

After a full hearing, Judge Van Epps de- 
cided to liberate the prisoner. 

In rendering his decision, the judge made 
some salty comments upon the prac 
tice in vogue in Atlanta of poiicemen 
and others arresting suspects, not being armed 
with the necessary warrants. He condemned 
this in strong terms. He stated the law, and 
intimated that the prisoner could hold some- 
body responsible for false imprisonment and 
might recover damages. 

Jenkins was released and he lost no time in 
leaving the city: 
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QUICK TIME. 
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Tried in Two Courts and on His Way to the 
Works Inside of Two Hours. 

A negro named Gus Cody, arrested for steal- 
ing a coat and shirt from a negro named A. A. 
Gogan, started from the stationhouse to Judge 
Manning’s office yesterday at 12 o’clock ex- 
actly. Hewas tried and bound over. He 
couldn’t give bond, and Bailiff Williams started 
to jail with him. Passing by the courthouse, 
the bailiff happened to remember that the city 
court was in session. He carried his prisoner 
over; the prisoner plead guilty and was sent 
up for six months. On the way to jail they 
met one of the guards at Donaldson’s camps 
and the prisoner was turned over to the guard. 

By 2 0’clock, within two hours’ from the 
time he left the stationhouse, the darky was 
two miles out on his way to Donaldson’s 
camps.

' The Indianapolis Journal has learned

able man that “‘the sentiment of race and 
eolor prejudice is as strong im the south to- 
day as itever was, if not even stronger; 

- that the social status of the negro in relation 
to the whites has not improved a partiele 
since the abolition of slavery.” 

’ Dr. Gray need not have been a very close 
observer to discover all this, for the fact is 
emphasized and made prominent by the at- 
titude of both races. Occasionally some 
negro who desires te win a little notoriety, 
makes a little riffle in the direction of social 
equality, but the plain truth of the business 
is—and the Journal, in behalf of the negro, 
eught to give it advertisement—that the col- 
ored people have no more desire to associ- 
ate with the whites socially than the whites 
have to associate with them. They have 
their own society, their own churches and 
their own schools; they have their own 
methods and their own purposes, and they. 
are no more troubled about social equality 
than they are about the situation in Europe. 

As to race prejudice, it exists in the south 
just es it dogs in ail sections of the country. 
A reporter of the New York World, who 
disgujsed himself as a negro and went about 
the city seeking lodging at the hotels and 
refreshments at the restaurants, had a very 
lively experience.

It is true that 
there are educational institutions in Atlanta 
with opposition on the part of the whites, 
but if opposition is bitter now, it must have 
been biiterer when the institutions were pro- 
jected.

But these colleges and 
schools cover a very smal) part of the educa- 
tional field. How is Dr. Gray to account for 
the public schools in Georgia which are pro- 
vided for the negroes?

The State University. 

That a crisis has been reached in the af- 
fairs of the State university no one_who is, 
informed will deny. 

Under proper conditions, the opening of 
the next session might be made to mark an 
era of unprecedented growth and expan- 
sion. The establishment of the experiment- 
al statiun at Athens, with its three new 
chairs and its new lines of work, the open- 
ing of the technological school at Atlanta, 
with its five chairs and its superb equip- 
ment, the projected military department to 
be located at Athens, and without which 
the prescribed plan of the university will 
not be complete—these causes conspiring 
furnish the university a grand opportunity. 
To put a chancellor at the head of a great 
university system made up of these schools 
and departments, to enlarge his powers and 
make him in his sphere as absolute as Bis- 
marck ig in Germany, would be to make 
the university an irresistible moral and edu- 
catfoulal power in the state. 

We regret that a chancéllor was not 
elected at the late session of the trustees, 
who could take these new elements and 
weld them intoa great and comprehensive 
whole. Instead of doing this, the trustees 
elected aman, Who it was well and gener- 
ally understood would not accept the posi- 
tion, and the university is thus left for an- 
other year without ahead. The lack of 
wisdom in thus leaving the university help- 
less amid dangers is too plain for argument. 
The present year, besides offering great op- 
portunities for the university, confronts it 
with danger. The alleged unhealthfuliness 
of Athens, the aggressive young president 
of Emory, the establishment of the techno- 
logical school (whieh may be disastrous if 
it is not made helpful), the raising of the 

‘age of admission to the university and of 
the scholastic grade, these considerations 
make the year one of great danger to this 
grand old institution. 

Instead of havyingan active, well equipped, 
ambitious and earnest chancellor at its head, 
it is left without a head amid these mani- 
fold and pressing dangers. The adYnirable 
gentleman who is chairman of the faculty 
ison notice that his position is only tem- 
porary, and this leaves him practically 
without the power to meet the emergency. 
The university needs a chancellor.

When It Will Be Opened and How It Will 
be Managed-—The Buildings 
and Facilities. 


The Georgia school of technology is now 
organized thoroughly in all its departments. 

It will be formally opened October 3d. The 
session will end June 9th, 1889. It will be 
divided into two terms of equal length. The 
first half year will end February 13th. There 
will be an intermission of two weeks, extend- 
ing from December 2ist, 18838, to J anucry#tth, 


1889. 
Buildings and Facilities. 

The school occupies a beautiful site, in a 
campus of nine acres, lying at the junction of 
North avenue and Cherry street, easily acces— 
sible by street-car lines on Marietta street and 
on Northavenue. The academic building is 
a splendid edifice of brick, trimmed with 
sranite and terra cotta slate foof. It has one 

undred and thirty feet front, is one hundred 

and twenty deep and is four stories high above 
basement stofy. It contains ample accomoda- 
tions in halls, offices, apparatus rooms, recila~ 
tion amd lecture reems, free hand and mechan 
ical drawing rooms, library and chapel. 
Tlie workshop is also of brick, two hundred 
and fifty feet long by eighty wide, and two 
stomies high. It is beantifally designed with 
reference to its use, and affords ample space 
for the various departments of instruction 
pursued in it. Itcontains boiler and engine 
rooms, wood shop, machine shop, forge room 
and. foundry. 

It has been equipped with a full assortment 
of tools, both hand and machine, by the—best 
manufacturers. The shops:are organized and 
managed as & manufacturing establishment, 
and the facilities are necessary such as will 
give the best possible results. 

How It Was Organized. 


The following extracts from the ‘‘Act to 
Establish a Technological School” will show 
the purpose and general plan of theschool: 

x ** “That there shall be established, in 
connection with the state university and form- 
ing one of the departments thereof, a techno- 
legical schoo! for the education and training 
of students in the industrial and mechanical 
arts. 

“That there shall be one beneficiary for each 
representative in the general assembly from 
every county in this state, selected by the 
board of education in each county on competi- 
rive examination, and who shall be first enti- 
tled to the benefits of said school; that the 
tuition fn said school shall be free to all stu- 
dents who _ are residents of the 
state of Georgia The rates of 
tuition to others than residents of the state 
shall not exceed one hundred and fifty dolars 
per annum.”’ 

The competitive examinations will, be held 
by the county school commissioners at such 
time and placé as they may appoint and on 
topies furnished by the faculty of the school. 

The General Plan, 

In conformity with this act of the legisla- 
ture, the leading object of the school will be 
to teach the principles of science, especially 
those which relate to the mechanic and indus- 
trial arts. 

The school offers an education of high grade, 
founded on the mathematics, the English lan- 
guage, the physical sciences and drawing, 
while it gives such familiarity with some in- 
dustrial pursuit as will enable the graduate to 
earn a living. 

There will be no elective courses, each stu- 
dent being required to follow the prescribed 
course, both mechanical and scholastic. The 
time and attention of students will be duly 
proportioned between scholastic and mechan- 
ical pursuits, and special prominence will be 
given to tlre element of practice in every de- 
partment. 

The methods of the school will be in the 
main such as have been found advantageous 
in the polytechnic schools of Europe and at 
Worcester free institute, with such moditfica- 
tions as will adapt it to the peculiar needs of 
this section. 

To thorough supervision and instruction .in 
handicrafts will be added the stimulus of pro- 
duction for the market and such other econdi- 
tions ag are likely to be met with in tue active 
business “of life, Studentsa wi!] sot receaiva 
money compensation for their work. 

The departments are: Mathematics, English 
language, drawing, mechanical engineering, 
physics, {chemistry, and geology and miner- 
alorgy. 

There will be no charge for tuition to resi- 
dents of the state of Georgia. <Allothers paya 
tuition fee of $150. 

Every student, of whatever place’ of resi- 
dence, pays an annual fee of $20 te cover con- 
tingent expenses. Half of this amount is 
payable on the opening day .of each term in 
advance. 

A contingent fes of $5 will be required to be 
deposited with the treasurer on entrance, to 
eover injury done to coNege buildings or furn- 
iture, which sum will be returned to the stua- 
dent on leaving college. if uot forfeited. 

Books, stationery, drawing material and 
drawing instruments may be estimated to cost 
about $25.00 the first year, and from $5.00 to 
$10.00 per year thereafter.

Primus Jonés Defended.

Tat ATLANTA CONSTITUTION joins the 
News and Advertiserin defending “Primus Jones, 
the first bale man, from the aspersions of the Savan- 
nah cotton exchange. It truly says: “There is 
another side to the question which its of vast im- 
portance to the cotton plantersin the south. The 
early bales marketed by Mr. Jones are the results 
of a series of experiments which he is making in 
the direction of freeing the crop from the dangers 
of the cotton worm and from the 
damage annually inflicted by the September 
storms. Heisengagedin an effort to hasten the 
maturity of the whole cotton crop, and, by the care- 
ful selection of the seed, he is giving the plant gen- 
eral tendency in that direction, especially in that 
section where thé cotton worm and the September 
storms do the greatest damage. Under these cir- 
eumstances it ie to be hoped that the Savannah cot- 
ton exchange can be prevailed on to af least toler- 
ate Mr. Jones and his early bales, particularly as he 
is not shipping to that city any more.” Mr. Jones’s 
experiments are in the interest of improved meth- 
ods. His system of farming is of the most 
approved order. It is intensive on a fairly 
extensive scale. He made twenty-seven 
bales of cotton to the mule last season, and will 
doubtless do better this year, ifthe season continues 
favorable. In the month of January, of this year, 
the News and Advertiser took occasion to call the at- 
tention of farmers to the fact that Mr. Jones had, 
for a series of years, improved his cotton seed so as 
to hasten the development and maturity of his 
crop, with a view of escaping the ravages of cater- 
pillars and the damages of the storm at the autum- 
nal equinox. It is well for planters to emulate his 
example. Colonel Jones will doubtless market 
fifteen or twenty bales of cotton before the middie 
of August.

_AAny person who shall sell, give or furnish any 
spirituous, intoxicating or malt liquors to any per- 
son in any quantity whatever, within two miles of 
any election ;recinct in this statc, on days of elec- 
tion, either state, county or municipal, shall be 
punished as prescribed in section 4310 of this code. 

The election yesterday, strictly speaking, 
was neither state, county nor munieipul, but a 
militia district election. It might be said, 
though, that the weight of legal opinion favors 
the construction making the act in the saloon- 
keepers in not closing their doors a misde- 
meanor. 

City Attorney John B. Goodwin said yester- 
day: ‘‘I give it, not as an official opinion, nor 
a public opinion, but as a private opinion, that 
the election yesterday comes within the mean- 
og. the section referred to.’’

: 7 AN UNIQUE DIVORCE. 


An Application Soon to Be Filed by Isaac 
Wolberg, in Atlanta. 


A divorce among the Israelites is a novel 
affair under any circumstances, but there is a 
divorce suit about to be tried in Atlanta, in 
which this is by no means the only nove! fea- 
ture. 

The man‘s name is Isaac Wolberg. 

The application for divorce states in sub- 
stance, the following facts concerning the un- 
ion that the courts are called upon to break. 

Wolberg isthe son of Polish Jew parents, 
and was born in Suvalke, Russia. The next 
door neighbor to Wolberg’s parents was an old 
man named Ersheonron, and this neighbor had 
an only daughter named Rine. The girl was 
nearly two years older than young 
Wolberg. The parents of the two chil- 
dren were friends 2s well as neighbers, and 
a few days before young Wolberg was fourteen 
he was told by his father that ip two weeks 
from that day he was to marry Rine EBrsheon- 
ron. 

“But, father,’’ pleaded the boy, “I don't 
love Rine and she doesn’t love me. Then, I 
am too young. Let me wait awhile.’’ 

But the old man Wolberg was firm in his re- 
solve, and if Rine ever offered any objection 
her father must have been equally firm. At 
any rate they were married at the appointed 

time in August, 1865. 

From the quaint little synagogue in Suralke 
the young couple were carried together to the 
home of Wolberg’s father. The young groom 
trie| torun away next day but was caught 
and brought back and soundly thrashed. A 
few days later the bride ran away bit was 
cauguit and treated in the same way.. 

The married life of the young people was a 
miserable one. Bv no means the greatest 
drawback inthe case was the fact that Kine 
was two years older than her husband and 
rather large for her age, wiule the husband 
was a weak and delicate boy. The two were 
continually fighting, so the difference was an 
essential one. 

Three children were born to them,and in May, 
1878, Wolberg determined to coine to America, 
His wife refused to come with him, and he 
came without her, but brought the three boys 
with him. He landed in New York with $15, 
and began peddling. The property, amonnt- 
ing to nearly $6,000, had been left in charge of 

the wife. Wolberg wrote back a few days 
later to his wife, and begged her to send him a 
few dollars, She wrote anything but an af- 
fectionate letter, and flatly refused tosend any 
mcney. 

Wolberg gradually drifted southward and 
finally located on Peters street, here in At- 
lanta, and ran a second-hand clothing and 
furniture store. 

It was in the autumn of 1884 thata roughly 
dressed and foreign looking woman stopped in 
front of Wolberg’s store. Wolberg was sitting 
in his door, and the woman accosted him in 
Russian. 

It was Wolberg’s wife. 

As they recognized each other the woman 
nodded and passed into the door. She peaced 
two chairs near together, and seating herself 
in one of them, motioned to Wolberg to take 
the other. 

The husband sat down as he was ordered, 
and the wife told her story. 

She had written to New York a second, and 
a third, and a fourth letter, but receiyed no 
answer. Thén she waited for an answer until 
the summer of ’84. Then she sold the preper- 
ty at a sacrifice and came to America. 

She calmly unlaced her shoes and took from 
one stocking $373, and from the other $249. 
That was all she had left. 

Wolberg’s petition goes on to state that the 
wife tried to make him live with her but he 
refused to do so. 

Then she tried to break up his business. 

She wou!d watch her opportunity and when 
there were no other person’s in the store she 
would scream as if being beaten. When the 
police rushed in she would tell them by gestures 
that he had beaten her. 

She could not, and it is understood that she 
does not yet, speak a word of English. But 
upon several occasions her mute testimony be- 
fore Judge Anderson caused Wolberg to be 
fined. 3 
Not long ago she had Wolberg tried and bound 
over before Judge Landrum upon a charge of 
wifebeating. He was sent to jail in default of 
bond, but gave bond afew days later. His 
wife left town and did not return to prosecute 
the case. About three weeks ago she returned 
to Atlanta. : 

In his despair he applied for a divorce. 

He sold out his store on Peters street to his 

oldest son, and moved over on Markham 

street. = 

The wife is living with her son on Peters 

street. 

That’s one side of the story.

Some of these fellows will chew cotton and 
breathe flame until their mouths appear verit- 
able Vesuviuses in full cruption, and therf sell 
a tooth wash that will make the blackest teeth 
a pearly white, and before your eyes will prove 
its efficacy upon the incisors of any offering 
gamin. Others will make a stump speech 
upon any of the live topies of the day, intro- 
ductory to the sale of another wash that will 
remder all metal like burnished gold. There 
is also the other fakir who yisits the grocery 
store and with his samples of baking powder 
and his little oil stove will amuse the grocery 
clerks and the servant girls with his scientific 
gabble and his wonderful experiments. But 
the performances of the baking powder fakir 
are of the same illusive character as those-of 
his brother upon the street corner. His pre- 
tended scientific tests are mere tricks, the 
baking powder he is peddling having been 
prepared especially to produce the results 
which it shows, and that, too, at the expenge 
of both cleanliness and wholesomeness. The 
claim of these fakirs that the tooth wash is 
perfectly harmless, that the patent gilding 
will retain its brilltancy, and that the baking 
powder with the extra foam upon it is superior 
to others, are equally romance. The boy 
whose teeth are made so pearly’ white finds 
their enamel has been destroyed in the opera- 
tion ; the girl whose watch is rendered bright 
as burnished gold: finds it irretrievably be- 
yond all polish on the morrow, and 
the investigating spirit of the gro- 
cer has found that the baking powder 
has had added to it a chemieal of deleterious 
character for the express purpose of perform- 
ing this particular trick. The baking powder 
fakirs in their pretended experiments may ap- 
ear to be giving valuable information, but it 
is just the opposite, as their so-called tests are 
given for the sole purpose of deceiving the 
dealer and the public.

The Man Who Invented It and 
His Troubles. 


HE TAKES IN A PARTNER 


‘And Now Tells the Story of His 
Wrongs—His Machino. 


“T’ve had lots of trouble about that.”’ 

The speaker unfolded a closely written docu- 
ment—just the sort of document you might 
expect a man to have trouble about—glanced 
over it thoughtfully, and then handed it to the 


reporter. 

It read: 

Georgia, Fulton County.—This indenture, made 
and entered into this the twenty-third (23) day of 
March, in the year eighteen hundred and eighbty- 
eight (8%), betwecn Eilbeck H. Taliaferro aud 
James M. Collier, both of said state and county, wit- 
nesseth the following mutual contract and agrec- 
met, towit:

aud employ the said Collier, asa skilled machinist 
and worker in metals, to complete and adjust cer- 
tain uncompleted and unadjusted parts of said de- 
vice or machine; aud whereas, the said Collier has 
fully completed all the work which he engaged and 
promised to do, by working on the same since said 


. titne ; and whereas, the sald machine does not aud 


completely fails to perform what was supposed 
it would perform, after all of said work 
has been done and completed _ fully; 
and whereas, while working upon said ima- 
chine the said J. M. Collier hes d.s@svered and 
invented a separate and entirely new device which 
inconnection with the parts of machine furnished 
by said Taliaferro will cause the machine to work 
andanswertieendof displaying and performing 
perpetual motion; aud whereas, without said device 
the diseovery and invention of said Collier the ma- 
chine of said Taliaferro would have been a failure. 

Now, this writing is to witness that the joint sug- 
gestions and discoveries of both of said parties con- 
stitute one machine, and that machine will and 
does illustrate the principle of perpetual motion, 
and, in consideration of the premises the said par- 
ties hereby mutualiy, by executing this instrument 
acknowledge and assert the truth of the facts herein 
set forth and agree: 

That they are and shall be, now and always the 
joint discoyerers and inventors and perfecters of 
said machine, and the principle and principles by 
which it operates, and shall each, ort joe inventors 
and discover-rs enjoy, mutually, half and half, all 
honors, emoluments, protits and considerations in 
any andevery way growing out of said mutual dis- 
covery, jointly as owners of said machine, oF as 
patentees when said is patented. 

The above machine eonsists of an iron wheel 
made of sneet iron about eighteen (18) inches in di- 
ameter, fitted by an axle to uprights fastened in a 
board, The said wheel is furnished with two sets of 
iron pins, putiing out about one-fourth of an inch 
allon one side of said wheel, and placed at equal 
distances of about one-half aninch from the cir- 
cumference of said wheel. There are also similar 
pins placed at other equal distunces from‘ each 
other and on the line of a circumference within the 
first named pins. Perpetual motion is to be at- 
tained by causing the said wheel to revolve with- 
out the application of external force, but by means 
of two metal devices known as travelers, being 80
